The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 3, 1 1 and 12. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Conventional 
focusing of cells, passing from a relatively broad to narrow channel through a funnel or 
nozzle often creates blockage of cells at the entrance to the narrow channel owing to 
the symmetrical deflection of cells along opposite walls leading to simultaneous 
deflection of cells and crowding at the entrance to the narrow portion of the channel. 
Inventors find that a small asymmetry in the onset of inclination in opposite walls at the 
funnel/nozzle, of a magnitude on the order of the diameter of the particles being 
focused, results in fewer blockages at the entrance of the narrow channel.
